It has been announced that the new 
Israeli postage stamps, which will be 
ready for Rosh Hashana, will show a 
scroll with wings. (“A flying roll,” by 
the way, was among the visions seen by 
the prophet Zechariah.) This might seem 
a suitable symbol for the air mail stamps 
which will also be issued at the same 
time. But these, it is stated, will depict a 
dove with an olive branch in its mouth. 
When the Vatican City inaugurated an 
aerial post. it issued a series of air mail! 
stamps with “oe Biblical themes. 
One of them picts the dove carrying 
the olive branch, and another one shows 
the ascension of Elijah. No doubt 
readers could think of further subjects 
from the Bible suitable for Israeli air 
mail stamps. 


HILLEL DIRECTOR 


The Rev. A. da Souza Pimontel, of 
Montreal, who has been appointed Hille! 
Director at Queen's University, Kingston, 
Ontario, as recorded in our columns re- 
céntly, will be remembered by the Jewish 
Community in Manchester, where he 
served for 16 years up to 1946 as Minis- 
ter at the Spanish and Portuguese 
Synagogue, although for the last five 
of them he was serving as a Chaplain in 
the British Army. He will also be 
remembered particularly by Jewish mem- 
bers of the Forces who served in North 
Africa, Italy, and Austria. I recall a 
tribute, among many that were paid him, 
by a Jewish Serviceman for conducting 
Holy-day services in a small Italian town. 
The Chaplain, although a Sefardi, con- 
ducted the service in the Ashkenazi style 
as his congregants were mainly Ash- 
kenazim. Among his communal activi- 
ties while in Manchester he acted as War- 
den to the Jewish Lads’ Brigade and 
Club, Chaplain to the Manchester Jewish 
Hospital, Chaplain to the Strangeways 
Prison, and Hon. Secretary of the 
Hebrew Visitation Board. Mr. Pimontel, 
who is a scholar in Oriental Languages. 
took an honours degree in Semitic 
Languages and Literature at the Un 
versttv of Manchester

Ihese were politically always nearer the 
extreme Right, whereas the “ Arab 
Irgun would operate politically on the 
exireme Left, againsi the so-called Im- 
periatrsts, and also against the Abdullah 
and Farouk regimes. tn this endeavour

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THE GLORY OF 
HOLLAND 


IN Holland. a week of national celebration 
is approaching its climax On Tuesday 
last. Queen Wilhelmina celebrated the SOth 
anniversary of her accession to the throne 
of the Netherlands, and the golden jubilee 
has coincided with her 68th birthday. She 
has decided that, for reasons of health, the 
time has now come for her to abdicate, and 
on Monday next, Princess Juliana will be in- 
augurated as Queen in hes mother's place 
These historic events are evoking from. the 
people of the Netherlands demonstrations of 
warm-hearted loyalty «to. the House ol 
Orange, which are mingled with the most 
affectionate personal tributes to the retiring 
Sovereien and her successor. Sorrow at the 
retirement of a beloved Queen is tempered 
with thanksgiving for the noble example of 
a half-century of truly royal service The 
new rein will be inaugurated in circum- 
stances which give confidence thet a splendid 
and inspiring tradition will be worthily main- 
tained Not only the Netherlands, but the 
whole world feels moved by these events 
It allords deep gratification to the people of 
Britain that Princess Margaret. as her first 
State duty since her coming of age, will be 
attending next Mondays solemn inaugura- 
tron ceremony in Amsterdam. . Representa- 
tives trom all sections ol the Netherlands 
population will be present at the ceremony, 
and the participation of the Jewish Com- 
munity in these celebrations cannot but have 
for Jews. both within the Netherlands and 
far -bevond its borders, a very deep signi- 
DMurme more than three-and-a-half 
centuries, Holland and the House ol Orange 
have been held by Jewry in exceptional 
honour and esteem, 


heance 


Ihe successful resistance to- the Spanish 
Inguisition of the United Provinces, under 
the inspired leadership of William the Silent, 
Prince of Orange, constitutes an epic in the 
history of human freedom. In the 
declaration of national imdependence 


asserted also the principle of religious 
liperty, and uted Jews sought and 
found a haven of refuge in Holland On 


the Day of Atonement in 1596, a congrega- 
tion of Marranos first met for worship in 
Amsterdam, and there they founded 4 great 
owned cozmunity. The philosopher 
Spimoza 1s outstanding .among a host of 
famous figures in its annals, and its life and 
traditions. have been immortalised in the 
paimtings of Rembrandt Ihe first Jewish 
settlements across the Atlantic, notably in 
New Amsterdam (now New York), and\also 
the Resettlement m England after the mis- 
sion of Manasseh ben Israel, originated from 
Amsterdam. Through succeeding centuries, 
the House of Orange has guarded those 
traditions of tolerance and treedom which 
have enabled Jews to make such a distin- 
guished contribution to the- country’s. cul- 
ural and economic iife After 1933, the 
generous hospitality. and triendship§ dis- 
played towards refugees from Nazism 
showed the determination to maintain. un- 
impaired this glorious heritage of liberty 
When, seven years later, Holland was over- 
run by the Nazi hordes, the Dutch Royal 
Family in exile symbolised the continuance 
of the struggle and the guarantee of redemp- 
tion. The day of hberation came, but it 
marked a cruel change in the position of 
Dutch Jewry, which has been reduced to less 
than a sixth of its pre-war strength The 
Nazi deportations to the death camps in 
Eastern Europe were carried out with 
fiendish barbarity, and the present tiny 
remnant in Holland is having to rebuild its 
life from shattered foundations. Unfor- 
tunately, also, the foul virus of anti-Semitism 
which was unjected under Nazi influence has 
found some lodgment in certain quarters. It 
must be the prayer of all who remember 
Holland's glorious traditions that this 
potsonous and alien growth will speedily be 
cradicated. 


coming of age, 
Queen Wilhelmina, after her installation, 
drove through the streets of Amsterdam. On 


that occasion she made an extended tour of 
the Jewish quarter of the city, as she did 
again forty years later, in 1938. Then came 
the war years, and her dauntless leadership 
of the resistance movement from British soil. 
Here in London, year by year on this anni- 
versary, Dutch-Jewish refugees and residents 
held special services in our Metropolitan 
synagogues. Those were moving gatherings, 
when sermons in the Dutch language ex- 
pressed unshakable faith in the future of a 
free Netherlands rebuilt on a basis of justice 
and tolerance Since the liberation, the 


Queen and the Government authorities have. 


paid notable tribute to Jewish heroes and 
leaders Ihus, last year, the Resistance 
Cross was awarded by the Queen to the un- 
known Jewish warrior of the Warsaw 
Ghetto; and, a few months ago, a high 
award was bestowed on Chief Rabbi Dr. 
Lewenstein, who went on a mission from 
Zurich to help in restoring Jewish religious 
life in Holland. Alas! many of the historic 
religious buildings of Dutch Jewry now lie 
in ruins. But the famous Sefardi synagogue 
in Amsterdam, which miraculously escaped 
destruction, 1s a Jewish centre of participa- 
tion in the present celebrations Religion 
has always been a source of strength to the 
people of Holland, who have a deep 
reverence for the Bible. The heroic way in 
which many Dutch Christians aided Jews 
during the Nazi terror will never be for- 
gotten — It is, therefore, a happy coincidence 
that the First Assembly of the World Con- 
gress of Churches should also be meeting 
in Amsterdam at this time. As long as the 
spirit of .true religion, with its message of 
peace and brotherhood, prevails in Holland, 
the country will remain faithful to her 
glorious past 


THE NEW LR.O 

PHE emergence of the International Refugee 
Organisation from a preparatory commis- 
sion to a fully-fledged specialised agency of 
the United Nations, reported on page 1, will 
be universally welcomed, especially by the 
hundreds of thousands of displaced persons 
who have languished in the camps of Europe 
since the Liberation. Apart from giving 
renewed hope to the unfortunate victims. of 
Nazism, it marks another stage in the pro- 
gress of what is perhaps the most successful 
of the bodies established by the United 
Nations. This change in status, while not 
appreciably affecting the scope of its activi- 
tres, will considerably strengthen the powers 
of the Organisation 


While it must be admitted that the LR.O 
has been severely handicapped in its re-ettle- 
ment and repatriation eflorts since it suc- 
ceeded the Inter-Governmental Committee on 
Reiugees last year, a certain disappointment 
is also natural at the slowness in implement- 
ing some of the many projects under con- 
sideration for. alleviating the sufferings of 
the refugees, most of whom had expected 
the LR.O. to take more energetic steps to 
solve their urgent problem ihe 1.R.O., 
according to figures published in its first 
annual report last week, was responsible for 
the repatriation or resettlement of 256,000 
refugees during the 12 months ending June 
30, 1948. In the next fiscal year, the Organi- 
sation hopes to. resettle no fewer than 
381,000 refugees Should this target be 
reached, the I.R.O. will have resettled 
approximately half of those refugees for 
whom it 1s considered that this form of 


re-establishment distinguished from 


repatriation) will be necessary. But the 
standards by which emigrants are being 
selected are far trom. satisfactory It 


iS apparent from the provisions restricting 
eligibility which have been inserted in a 
number of resettlement agreements that 
many Governments are anxious to prevent 
Jewish D.P.s from entering their countries. 
There are at present some 200,000 Jewish 
D.P.s in Europe (not all of whom live in 
camps and dre, therefore, outside the super- 
vision of 1.R.O.) out of a total of approxi- 
mately 600,000 for whom I.R.O. are respon- 
sible. - It is thus easy to understand the 
impatience of the majority of the Jewish 
D.P.s to emigrate to Israel—apart from 
their natural desire to play their part 
in the building of the Jewish State. Selection 
criteria continued on the present basis can- 
not fail to establish in the end a residual 
group of men and women who do not come 
up to the required standards, and for whom 
no satisfactory form of re-establishment can 
be foreseen. It ts only by throwing open 
their gates to all refugees, in the wider 
interests of humanity and regardless of race 


or religion, that the nations of the world can 
prevent a large number of D.P.s from con- 
tinuing to rot in their present confinement. 

By contrast with the progress reported in 
the activities of the L.R.O., another United 
Nations body, the Economic and Social 
Council (Ecosoc), has concluded its seventh 
session at Geneva, without having made any 
appreciable progress with the many im- 
portant items on its agenda. In particular, 
two subjects of special interest to world 
Jewry—the draft convention on the preven- 
tion and repression of the crime of genocide, 
and the projected international declaration 
of human rights-—-have been shelved. There 
is an expectation that they will be discussed 
at length at the forthcoming session of the 
General Assembly, which convenes in Paris 
on September 21, but the Jewish bodies with 
consultative status will do well to watch the 
position carefully. There 1s always a 
danger at the Assembly that more urgent 
topics will drive these subjects from the 
agenda, and the constant postponement of 
decisions 18 all too reminiscent of the treat- 
ment which used sometimes to be accorded 
to similar matters at the League of Nations. 
and which was colloquially known as being 
consigned to a perfumed coffin. 


RED CROSS CONFERENCE 

lHe Conference of the International Red 
Cross, which concluded this week at Stock- 
holm, was a gathering of the utmost importance 
It outlawed the use of atomic weapons; and 
it adopted a new convention for the protection 
of civilians in war-time, to supplement the old 
Geneva convention which dealt only with the 
treatment of non-combatant sick. wounded, and 
prisoners, and was the one effective humani- 
tarian convention of war that stood the test 
Phe original Geneva Conventions of the 19th 
century were amended after the First World 
War so as to secure more effective provision for 
the treatment of prisoners, and particularly for 
the inclusion of civilian persons. The experi- 
ence of the Second World War proved the need 
for further amplification and revision of the 
old treaties. The Jewish people have a particu- 
lar mterest in the programme. For Jews. are 
always the principal sufferers in acts of belliger- 
ence against the civilian population. Moreover. 
the conflicts in Palesusne have added recently 
Outstanding importance to the action of the 
International Red Cross. In Jerusalem the 
Red Cross has represented an agency of 
humanity; tt established centres of refuge in and 
around the Holy City. If they were not fully 
used or. respected, they still did provide some 
neutral zones. To-day, the International Red 
C ross.1s called to help with the problem of the 
Arab. refugees. It may be recalled that the 
founder of the Red Cross, and the man who 
inspired the first Geneva Conference of the 
Red Cross, was the Swiss, Henri Dunant, who 
was also one of the early protagonists of the 
Zionist idea. It is appropriate, then, that Israel 
Was represented at the Stockholm Conference. 
and that this was the first international con- 
ference to which the new State has sent 
observers, The head of the Israeli delegation 
was Dr. Avram  Katznelson, the Director- 
General of the Ministry of Health. Some objec- 
tron was made by the Arab States to the dele- 
gation of Israel, but these technical points were 
overruled by Count Bernadotte, the President 
of the Conference, and the delegates of Israel 
had an opportunity of putting. forward thei 
proposals, The World Jewish Congress also 
had observers. and participated in the discus- 
sions. One of the matters ventilated was the 
relationship between the Red Cross, the Magen 
David Adom, and the Red Crescent, and it may 
be hoped that the contacts established at the 
Conference will lead to closer co-operation 
between the three organisations. 


BOOK FESTIVAL 


REMARKABLE success attended the action of 
the National Book League in arranging, in 
London recently, an exhibition on ™ The 
Bible in English Life.” In this happy venture 
the different Christian. Churches collaborated 
wholeheartedly. This prompts the. thought 
whether we Jews, who are known as “ The 
People of the Book,” might not undertake to 
organise an annual book celebration in this 
country. The idea has already been acted upon 
by Jewish Communities elsewhere. In the 
U.S.A., Jewish Book Month has now become 
an important annual event. From November 7 
to December 7 last year, it aroused tremendous 
interest, with special publications and literary 
functions, displays and exhibitions. Its obser- 
vance even had something of an international 
character, as radio programmes in_ several 
languages were broadcast overseas. The vast 
resources of America make such an under- 
taking far easier there than here. Some indica- 
tion of this advantage is indicated by the news 
that the Union of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions is offering a prize of $2,500 for, the best 
novel submitted in English on some phase of 
Jewish life. While the competition is open to 
all American writers regardless of national or 
religious origin, British writers will regret that 
they cannot participate. However, countries 
with smaller Jewish populations than Britain 


have taken a bolder initiative in Jewish literary 
activities. Thus, from May 10 to 23 this year. 
a very successful Jewish Book Festival was 
observed in South Africa. This was organised 
by the South African Jewish Board of Deputies. 
which issued in this connection a valuable bjh. 
liographical work entitled “Books and Writers 
Ihe volume contains English, Afrikaans 
Hebrew, and Yiddish sections of outstandin, 
literary interest. As well as being a practic: 
and informative guide to contemporary Jew ih 
literature, this discusses such topics as the 
linguistic associations between Yiddish ang 
Afrikaans, and the influence of the Old Tesj,- 
ment on the life and literature of the Afrikaner 
It is surely up to Anglo-Jewry to show equal 
enterprise in this direction.

“CUTS IN JEWISH EDUCATION” 


Teachers Reply to London Board 


To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


From Miss BEATRICE J. BARWELL. 
and Others 


Sin. —On behalf of the National Union 
of Hebrew Teachers, we feel consiramed 
to refute some of the statements made in 
the London Board's reply to our letter. 
Had our representative on the London 
Board been allowed to take part in the 
discussion held at that bodys recent 
mecting. we would not have had to write 
this further letter. 

But such is the anomaly of teacher 
representation on the London Board, that 
a resolution, adopted in March, forbids 
such a representative participating in 
debate on matters afiecting conditions ol 
teachers’ employment (if such a repre- 
sentative is in the employ of the London 
Board). This has resulted in the farcical 
situation of the N.U. HLT. representative, 
although present, being unable to correc! 
certain erroneous impressions gained 
from platform speeches, even though she 
had written evidence with her to do so. 
It seers hard that the teachers’ viewpoint 
can gain no eflective hearing. since chan- 
nels for prnor consultation do not exist. 
is evidenced. by the fact that th 
N.U s requested imterview with. the 
London Board's Hon. Officers could take 
piace only atter the decisions had been 
made

London Board has further ex- 
its intention of protecting Diup- 
oma “A” teachers and those whose 
principal livelihood comes from Hebrew 
teaching. A tew examples will show 
that this intention is not being put into 
practice. We would quote Mr. R—., a 
full-tome Diploma “A” teacher, who will 
now lose £141 p.a.; and Mr. H—, also 
Diploma “A.” now to lose £6 per week. 
At least three further Diploma “A” 
teachers are to suffer smaller reductions 
in salary—so tar, five out of the exist- 
ing total of IS Diploma “ A” teachers ! 

This state of allairs is hardly an induce- 
ment to would-be trainees, for whom the 
N.U.H.T. has long been trying to gain 
a satisfactory guarantee of full-time em- 
ployment, but without success. Under 
the present sysiem of Jewish education, 
over 90 per cent of teachers employed 
are necessarily part-time. A substantial 
number of these have now received cuts 
in salaries through complete dismissal or 
decrease in teaching hours. This hardly 
seems the action of a grateful Board 
towards those who answered the repeated 
desperat calls for teachers, ind who were 
accepted as suitable and their services 
subsequently retained. Many of these 
teachers have no other source of livel- 
hood, but even if some of them have. is 
any employer justified in virtually con- 
ducting a “means test’ in deciding the 
fate of bis employees? If the London 
Board does teel itself so justified, what 
excuse can be tound tor reducing the 
salaries of married men with family com- 
mitments by amounts varying from £3 
to £6 per week ?

CAREERS ADVICE 


Since the introduction of the National 
Health Scheme, pharmacists are finding 
i mereasingly dificult to cope with the 
heavy demands made upon them; the 
dispensing of medical prescriptions, for 
example, has increased by more than 100 
per cent. This situation should encourage 
young people who are interested in phar- 
macy to train for this profession. 

Pharmacists deal in medicaments of 
all kinds, natural and synthetic, and also 
in various medical ancillaries and sur- 
gical aids. As a Statutory requirement 
they must be on the register of the Phar- 
maceutical Society. Qualified pharma- 
cms are. variously employed in retail 
businesses, hospital pharmaceutical! 
departments, or are occupied in the many 
branches of the pharmaceutical manufac- 
turang immdusirs 

Ihe various methods of training are: 
(i) to complete a full-tome university 
course leading to the degree of Bachelor 
of Pharmacy: (2) to pass the Inter- 
mediate Examination ‘of the Pharma- 
ceutical Society, followed by a full-time 
course of study at an approved institu- 
tion: (3) by a full-time course of study 
for the Pharmaceutical Chemist's qualifi- 
cation at such recognised centres as the 
London Chelsea Polytechnic, Leicester 
( ollege of Technology. Birmingham Cen- 
tral Technical Collegwe, Manchester Col- 
lege Of Technology, and the Bradford. 
Brighton, and Liverpool Technical Col- 
leves

PICKLES & CHUTNEY (Cont) 
Pickled Onions. 


Put the omons in a bowl, pour over 
boiling water, leave for half a minute, 
and then drain. This makes them easiér 
to peel. Remove the two outer skins. 
and soak in brine for 48 hours. Then 
drain off the brine, rinse in cold water, 
and drain thoroughly. Put into jars, 
leaving room tor the vinegar to come 
half an inch above them; then pour 
over cold spiced vinegar, and seal. 

For the Brine. Add 4 07. of salt to ! at 
of water. Bring to the boil and use when 
cold 


Apple Chutney 


Applies 4 Ib., orions 1 Ib., malt vinegar 
1 pt., sugar | Ib.. dates 4 Ib., salt I tea- 
spoonful, ground ginger | teaspoonful, 
mixed spice | teaspoonful, chillies } oz. 

Peet and core the apples and peel the 
omons. Put these, with the chillies and 
dates. through the mincing machine. Put 
all the ingredients into a large saucepan 
and cook gently until of jam-like con- 
sistency—-about | hour—keeping it well 
surred, Pot into warm dry jars and seal. 


Plum and Apple Chutney 


Piums 2 !b.. apples 1 Ib.. onions 4 Ib 
dates 6-8 oz., sugar }-1 Ib., mixed pickling 
spice | oz.. ground ginger | teaspeontul 
salt | teaspoonful 

STONE the plums and cut into quarters. 
Peel and core the apples, and peel the 
omons, then either pul these with the 
dates through a mincing machine or chop 
finely. tie the pickling spice in muslin 
and put all the ingredients into a sauce 
pan. Cook as in the previous recipe and 
remove the bag of spices before bottling 

Pickled Red Cabbage 

Remove the tough outside leaves of a 
firm, dark red cabbage, and cut away. the 
hard bottom stump. Cut into quarters. 
shred finely and put into a_ bow! 
sprinkling sali between the layers.. Leave 
for 24 hours, then drain thoroughly, pack 
into jars and cover completely with cold, 
spiced vinegar Leave at least a week 
before using 

Note It. loses its crispness after a 
couple of months.| 

Spiced Vinegar. Put 1! oz. pickling 
spice, | oz. sugar, and | qt. vinegar into 
a saucepan and bring to the boil. Remove 
from the heat. cover and stram after 2 
hours 

Beet and Onion Pickle 


Fitt a stone jar with alternate layers of 
shced omons and sliced cooked beetroot, 
cover wiih cold spiced vinegar (as above) 
and ue down

There is a Jewish saying that the Lord 
provides beforehand a remedy for every 
malady He inflicts. Moroccan Jews, ter- 

bly disease-ridden as they are, hav< 
been provided with remarkably strong 
nerves. so that they hardly flinch where 
others would quail. 

What of the future ? Only one thing 
is certain: the fate of Moroccan Jews 
+s inextricably bound up wih that of 
Israel: and events as usual will take thei 
unpredictable course. 

At present, by virtue of the Sultan's 
proclamation, issued after the outbreak 
of hostilities in Palestine, Zionism 13 out- 
lawed in Morocco. For fear that Jews 
who leave the country.may find their way 
to Israel. it is practically impossible for 
any Jewish Moroccan subject to obtain 
1 passport. The Jews are, in fact, mm- 
prisoned in their mellahs. 

As soon as France will have recognised 
the State of Isracl, however. the French 
Protectorate will surely enforce the 
democratic and civilised uSage of ice 
dom of movement, and will render pos- 
sible .the departure of: those 
Jews who are anxious tO travel or scitie 
abroad.

JERUSALEM 


Plan for Demilitarisation

Complete confusion exists in regard to 
the status of the International Red Cross 
zone around the. former Government 
House (the residence of the High Com- 
missioner), where Eeyptian troops have 
occupied torward positions, while Israel: 
units have entered the Jewish GAls 
[raining Farm. in close proximity. 

The United Nations truce staff ordered 
armed belligerenits on both sides to with- 
draw not tater than Sunday alternoon. 
The Isracli Army Brigade Gommander. 
Col. Moshe Dayan. and the Transjordan 
Arab Legion Commander, Lt.-Col 
Abdullah ec! Tel, both agreed to with- 
draw trom the Red Cross area, and 
United Nations offictals proposed the 
creation of a security belt. Bui the 
Fgyptians firmly refused to budge. 


The position remains obscure, with the* 


United Nations Truce Board at Haifa in- 
sisting that agreement has been reached, 
but United Nations observers in Jeru- 
salem affirming that they have no know- 
ledge of any firm agreement.
